- BANKING 
RECONSTRUCTION 


The problems of industrial re- 
construction, which are to-day 
engaging the thought of some 
of the best brains in- Britain, 
have seldom been’ more clearly 
explained than in a report on 
banking, finance and investment 
submitted in the last day or two 
to the annual conference of the 
Labour’ Party. ‘fhe crigin of 
the analysis will doubtless pre- 
judice fecling regarding its con- 
clusions in many quarters, al- 
though the rapidity with which 
this spirit -is disappearing is one 
of the most remarkable results 
of the world economic crisis. 
Proffered remedies for the 
world’s ills are being’ examined 
upon their merits to-day more 
than ever before and the Labour 
yeport will undoubtedly be paid 
-the-tribute of-theclose-attention: 
of' modern economists. Essen- 
tially, of course, the solution 
means reconstruction along So- 
cialist lines, by the creatioif of a 
National Investment Board and 
the amalgamation of the “Big 
Five” in a single banking cor- 
poration, under public ownership 
and control. A few’ years ago, 
such proposals would have been 
condemned out of hand; but 
those who are learning the les- 
sons of. 1929-33 will at least 
study what the authors have to 
‘say. Much of it consists of a 
plain statement of conditions 
commonly admitted to exist; it 
is in the remedies that. contro- 
versy lies, although the activities 
of the National Government and 
of the Roosevelt Administration 
contain in themselves the indica- 
‘tions that ultimately planned 
economy, which is the basis, is 
bound to come. The National 
‘Investment Board . would con- 
atitute the general staff . of. 
the Government for planning 
and co-ordinating the mobili- 
sation and allocation of that 
part of the national wealth des- 
ined for capital investment. It 
would not directly finance any 
activities, public or private, but 
it would see that investment 
monies were diverted into soacial- 
ly-useful channels, ending . the 
system where money docs not 
go whero it is most necded, but 
merely expresses the investor's 
natural. desire to’ make private. 
profit a8-quickly and as largely 
as possible. If anyone thinks 
that the undertaking Is impos- 
sible, ho need only be reforred to 
the example of the War, when, 
in. state of admitted national 
emergency, finance . and invest- 
ment were, in. fact, drastically 
controlled by

ON THE ROAD 

The Return of motoring offences 
in Britain for. last year has 
some interesting features. There 
were 8,968 convictions for reck- 
less or dangerous driving, and 
less than a fifth of the offenders 
had their Heenees suspended. The 
description. dangerous — sriving 
menna something for more serious 
at Home than it means in Hong- 
kong, whero a charge of negli- 
gent driving would often be more 
suited to the facts. To bring the 
charge home it is necessary to 
prove the danger and that trifl- 
ing formality is often dispensed 
with in local courts. In England 
as in Hongkong, provisions limit- 
ing the speed of eertain ‘vehicles 
seems to be treated with general 
contempt, for there were more 
than 31,000 convictions under it. 
And, since the average penalty 
inflicted’ was under two pounds, 
we must assume that the typi- 
cal magistrate does not feel con- 
cerned’ to make it more reapect- 
ed. We often fwonder ‘whether 
15 m.p.h. prominently displayed 
on commercial vehicles is intend- 
ed to mean anything -at all.

‘MR, GANDHI’S MISTAKE - 


In India the - outlook: seems 
perceptibly improving. But for 
Mr. Gandhi, the Poona meeting 
of the. Congress would have call- 
ed off civil disobedience. Already 
fourfifths of those who had been 
in prison for it 2 year ago have 
renounced it and come out. Mr. 
-Gandhi,_ however, persuaded the’ 
meoting that instead of calling off 
unconditionally they should allow 
him to negotiate with the Viceroy 
for its removal, on terms. Lord 
Willingdon very properly refused 
te make terms about the with- 
drawal of a policy which is “whol- 
ly unconstitutional’: and ‘with 
fwhich “there can be no comprom- 
ise,’ Mr. Gandhi, therefore, had 
to elimb.down and withdraw -civil 
disobedience as a national policy 
while persisting’ in -his intran- 
sigence by calling upon ‘individual 
effort, His firat sign of wisdom 
comes to-day with the announcc- 
ment. that he will not take steps 
likély to lead to re-imprisonment.

Ho owns and directs a spacious 
playhouse, which -decorates a 
fashionable sonside resort. His- 
trionle colebritics ‘of the past and 
of tho present havo boen proud to 
bring their playa ‘and their.com- 
panics to him. “In two years 
time,” he satd, cheerfully,, and 
helped himself to a whisky and 
soda, “every provincial theatre in, 
this country will be closed.” 


Tho average Londoner, in so for 
ag ho thinks of the Theatre at all, 
thinks of it only in terms of the 
Woat End stage. Ho fa inclined to 
{magine that the handful of actors 
and actresses who porform there: 
on are tho sum_representatives of 
the theatrical profession and that 
the British Theatre begins and 
ends within a threo-milo radius 
of .Piccadify-cireus, Those who 
write periodically of theatre 
slumps and of theatre ‘booms, are 
writing what they know of ‘the 
financial status of the London 
managers. In actual. fact the 
Theatre is one of the most over- 
crowded of our national activities;
